The    Corner    Stone    of  Stewart   Chapel    Laid    by  the 
Grand    Lodge    of   Ancient,    Free    and   Ac- 
cepted  Masons  of  Missouri 


The  Public  Schools  of  the  City  Participated  in  the  Exercises. 

A  Proud  Day  for  the  Friends  of  Missouri  Valley 

College  and  the  City  of  Marshall 


The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege chapel  was  laid  to-day,  Tuesday,  April  lo,  1906, 
by  the  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Mis- 
souri, under  the  direction  of  Grand  Master  A.  S. 
Houston,  of  Mexico,  Mo.  The  ceremonies  were  in- 
teresting and  imposing  and  the  occasion  was  one  of 
which  the  college  and  our  citizens  generally  may  well 
be  proud.  Upward  and  onward  has  been  the  motto 
oi  this  splendid  seat  of  learning  from  the  time  of  its 
inception,  and  that  greater  things  are  in  store  for  it 
in  the  future,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

Many  difficulties  have  been  encountered  since  lay- 
ing the  corner  stone  of  the  main  college  building,  April 
10,  1889,  seventeen  years  ago.  Dr.  W.  H.  Black  has 
been  at  the  helm,  and  this  wonderful  self-reliant  man, 
who  has  few  equals  as  an  educator,  and  withal  can 
grapple  with  the  realities  with  a  master-hand,  has,  with 
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truth  and  righteousness  for  his  safeguard,  piloted  this 
ship  of  learning  into  clear  waters,  and  those  who  have 
so  ably  assisted  with  their  means  and  influence  in  bring- 
ing the  college  to  its  present  high  standard,  congratu- 
late themselves  upon  the  institution's  good  fortune  in 
having  such  a  leader. 

With  the  college's  marvelous  growth  it  has  been 
evident  for  several  years  that  the  present  chapel  was 
inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  school.  It  was  not, 
however,  until  a  year  ago  this  month  it  wfeis  known 
to  our  citizens  that  if  they  would  do  their  part  one  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  college,  and  one  who  had 
noted  its  progress  with  pride  and  satisfaction,  would 
donate  the  funds  to  build  a  new  one. 

April  6,  1905,  the  board  of  trustees  met  in  this  city, 
with  the  donor  of  the  proposed  chapel,  library  and 
music  building,  present.  After  an  all-day  session,  in 
which  all  phases  of  such  demands  as  the  new  building, 
which  involved  $80,000,  would  entail,  were  carefully 
considered  by  president,  bankers,  lawyers  and  business 
men  the  proposition  of  the  donor,  which  follows  was 
unanimously  and  heartily  accepted: 

THE  PROPOSITION. 

In  the  proposition  of  the  donor  there  were  three 
main  features:  i.  The  donor  proposed  toi  erect  the 
building,  estimated  to  cost  about  $30,000.  2.  The 
City  of  Marshall  is  required  to  put  up  $10,000.     3. 
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The  Cumberland  Presbyterians  in  the  state,  outside  of 
Marshall,  are  required  to  give  $40,000. 

We  give  below  the  exact  form  of  the  donor's  propo- 
sition, withholding  only  his  name,  which  is  attached 
to  the  original  paper. 

On  condition  that  the  citizens  of  Marshall,  Mo., 
will,  by  September  i,  1905,  give  the  sum  of  ten  tHou- 
sand  ($10,000)  dollars  either  to  the  permanent  en- 
dowment fund  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  or  partly 
tO'  said  fund  and  partly  tO'  build  a  boiler-house  plant 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  said  college  will  by  said 
date  raise  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  ($40,000)  dol- 
lars additional,  in  new  money,  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose hereinafter  stated  and  none  other,  I  will  pay  to 
erect  for  said  college  a  chapel,  library  and  music  build- 
ing to  cost,  including  the  seating  of  the  chapel  and 
gallery  and  wiring,  piping  and  radiators  for  said  new 
building,  to^  be  at  least  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet 
long  by  sixty  feet  wide,  not  to  exceed  in  cost  thirty 
thousand  ($30,000)  dollars,  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions therefor  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  trus- 
tees and  the  president  of  said  college,  said  chapel, 
library  and  music  building  tO'  be  contracted  for  by  said 
college  and  tO'  be  built  by  it  under  the  supervision  of 
a  building  committee  appointed  by  said  board  of  trus- 
tees; conditioned  further  that  a  suitable,  proper  and 
creditable  building  for  the  purpose  and  of  the  size 
aforesaid  can  be  completed  free  from  liens  or  debts 
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for  not  exceeding  said  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
I  to  be  under  no  obligations,  however,  to  pay  more 
than  the  actual,  suitable  and  proper  cost  of  said  build- 
ing and  credited  on  account  of  the  cost  thereof  with 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars  already 
paid  by  me  to  the  treasurer  of  said  college  and  also 
with  any  income  on  said  ten  thousand  dollars  derived 
or  accrued  before  said  sum  is  expended  on  said  build- 
ing. 

The  above  mentioned  sum  of  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars to  be  expended  for  the  following  purposes:  i.  A 
suitable  boiler  house  plant  to  heat  the  present  college, 
Birkhead  dormitory  and  said  new  chapel,  library  and 
music  building,  if  the  $10,000  first  above  mentioned  is 
not  used  for  or  shall  not  be  sufficient  tO'  complete  the 
same  free  from  liens  or  debt.  2.  To  move  the  library 
and  chapel  in  the  present  college  building  to  said  new^ 
building,  making  such  changes  in  the  present  college 
building  as  may  be  proper  on  account  of  such  re- 
moval, providing  a  record  vault  and  furnishing  the 
new  chapel,  library,  reading,  toilet  and  music  rooms. 
3.  All  the  remainder  of  said  $40,000  to  the  permanent 
endowment  fund  of  said  college. 

And  the  further  condition  that  this  proposition  be 
complied  with  in  such  time  that  the  building  of  said 
chapel,  library  and  music  building  can  be  begun  by 
September  10,  1905. 

Marshall  and  the  college  people  realizing  that  it 
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was  ''up  tQi  them"  to  make  good  the  conditions  as 
stated  above,  went  tO'  work  with  a  will,  and  by  the 
specified  time,  Marshall's  $10,000  and  the  $40,000  re- 
quired by  the  college  people,  which  included  the  Cum- 
berland Presbyterians  of  the  state  outside  of  Marshall, 
was  in  the  hands  of  the  building  committee  appointed 
by  the  board  of  trustees.  In  a  short  time  the  $15,000 
heating  plant  for  heating  the  three  buildings  was  fully 
under  headway  and  is  now  nearing  completion. 

As  soon  as  the  weather  would  permit,  work  on  the 
foundation  of  Stewart  chapel  was  commenced  and  has 
been  rapidly  pushed,  in  order  tO'  lay  the  corner  stone 
in  the  same  month  and  on  the  same  day  the  corner 
stone  of  the  main  building  was  laid  seventeen  years 
ago.  In  spite  of  hindrances  occasioned  by  the  weather, 
during  February  and  March,  everything  was  in  readi- 
ness for  the  august  ceremony  which  has  been  looked 
forward  to  with  so  much  pleasure  and  interest. 

The  day  dawned  bright  and  beautiful,  filling  the 
hearts  of  all  interested  with  good  cheer ;  the  school 
children,  inspired  by  the  thought  of  the  participation 
they  would  have  in  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
of  the  Stewlart  chapel,  where  many  of  them  will  no 
doubt  receive  their  diplomas,  did  splendid  work  in  the 
forenoou  and  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  the  holiday  of  the 
afternoon. 

Anticipation  of  the  event  and  the  presence  of  a 
large  number  of  visitors,  acted  as  a  tonic  to  our  citi- 
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zens  and  they  stepped  more  quickly  than  they  have  for 
months,  realizing-  that  something  was  doing.  The 
presence  of  the  William  Jewell  and  Missouri  Valley 
College  baseball  teams  on  our  streets,  with  colors 
flying,  also  added  interest  and  engendered  college 
spirit  and  the  game  which  followed  the  laying  of  the 
corner  stone  was  not  only  the  finest  of  the  season, 
but  was  attended  by  a  large  crowd. 

Suffice  it,  the  day  will  be  a  memorable  one  in  the 
history  of  Marshall's  educational  interests  and  will 
only  be  equaled  by  the  dedicatory  services  of  Stewart 
chapel,  which  wiill  take  place  in  June,  during  com- 
mencement week. 


THE   PARADE. 

At  1.30  the  parade  to  the  college  campus  started 
from  the  Masonic  Temple  in  the  following  order, 
headed  by  the  Marshall  brass  band  and  in  charge  of 
Grand  Marshal  Gordon  Robertson :  First,  Missouri 
Commandery  No.  36  Knights  Templars,  escortinp*  the 
Grand  Lodge,  with  grand  officers  in  the  rear;  then 
came  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  and  East  and 
West  buildings  led  by  Superintendent  E.  J.  Scott  and 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Marshall  public  school:

The  procession  entered  the  college  campus  at  the 
northwjest  gate  and  was  greeted  by  the  college  stu- 
dents, who  were  lined  up  on  either  side  of  the  walk, 
that  was  bordered  by  the  college  colors.  As  the  pro- 
cession passed  through  the  campus,  the  students  sung 
"The  Purple  and  the  Gold."    The  Masons  formed  on 
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the  platform  and  the  nine  hundred  school  children  took 
their  places  on  the  west  part  of  the  building. 

Grand  Master  A.  S.  Houston  opened  the  ceremonies 
at  the  chapel  with  a  most  appropriate  address.  He 
dw^elt  upon  the  importance  of  erecting  public  build- 
ings, especialh^  those  devoted  to  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion, and  explained  the  time-honored  custom  of  laying 
corner  stones  by  Masons  and  detailed  the  history  of 
Masonry  and  told  what  the  craft  had  done  for  the 
betterment  of  mankind  and  in  promoting  progress  in 
every  branch  of  industry.  He  said,  ''The  building  of 
whose  corner  stone  we  lay  to-day,  is  to  be  devoted  to 
the  noblest  purpose  of  mankind,  the  education  of  the 
young,"  and  he  expressed  the  hope  that  those  who  go 
forth  from  this  institution  may  be  as  a  golden  stream 
to  bless  mankind. 

Grand  Chaplain  Wm.  H.  Black  led  in  prayer  and 
with  much  feeling  invoked  a  blessing  upon  the  build- 
ing whose  corner  stone  was  laid  to-day. 

Grand  Secretary  John  R.  Parsons  read  the  in- 
ventory of  the  contents  of  the  box  that  was  deposited 
in  the  corner  stone  which  was  as  follows :

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Grand  Treasurer  A.  C.  Stewart  then  deposited  the 
box  within  the  stone  and  spoke  as  follows : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brethren  and 
Friends : — I  deposit  this  box  in  this  corner  stone  with 
the  profoundly  heartfelt  wish  that  the  building  it  will 
partly  help  support  may  be  speedily  and  successfully 
completed  without  accident  or  injury  to  any,  and  may 
never  subserve  any  but  the  most  practical  purposes  for 
highest  and  best  human  good ;  that  it  may  last  as  long 
as  in  the  nature  of  things  and  the  materials  of  which 
it  shall  be  constructed  it  should  last ;  that  whether  this 
box  and  its  contents  shall  ever  be  again  exposed  to  the 
gaze  of  man  or  not,  generation  after  generation  of  the 
far  distant  future  shall  have  abundant  cause  to  testify 
that  this  building  has  always  stood  for,  helped  and 
witnessed,  a  wider  diffusion  of  knowledge,  a  greater 
increase  of  wisdom,  a  more  universal  practice  of  right- 
eousness and  holy  living  in  the  daily  lives  of  all  our 
people,  and  an  ever-growing  number  of  those  who 
shall  manifest  in  time  the  present  possession  of  eternal 
life  through  lesus  Hominem  Salvator  ad  Majorem  Dei 
Gloriam. 

The  ceremonies  of  laying  the  corner  stone  in  the 
ritualistic  form  of  the  order,  by  Grand  Master  Hous- 
ton, Deputy  Grand  Master  Briggs,  Senior  Grand 
Warden  Smith  and  Junior  Grand  Warden  Barbee  were 
then  rendered  in  an  impressive  manner. 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  Grand  Master  Houston. 
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The  Grand  Honors  were  then  given  by  the  Masons 
present.  The  Grand  Master  then  dehvered  the  closing 
charge  and  admonition.  Dr.  William  Black  was  in- 
troduced and  thanked  the  Knights  Templars,  the 
Masons  and  the  public  schools  and  all  friends  who 
have  participated  in  the  ceremonies  of  to-day,  and 
especially  the  donor  of  the  building. 

Professor  E.  J.  Scott,  superintendent  of  the  Marshall 
public  schools,  delivered  a  pleasing  address  in  which 
he  took  pleasure  in  extending  the  congratulations  of 
the  public  schools  to  Missouri  Valley  College. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Briggs  delivered  the  principal  address 
of  the  occasion.  He  spoke  of  the  progress  made  by 
Missouri  Valley  College  and  its  fortunate  location. 
He  explained  the  objects  and  purposes  of  Masonry  and 
told  what  it  has  done  in  the  past  and  what  it  is  doing 
to-day.  His  speech  was  a  splendid  presentation  of  the 
teaching  of  the  great  fraternity. 

Grand  Chaplain  W.  H.  Black  pronounced  the  bene- 
diction, which  closed  the  exercises  of  a  day  that  will  be 
long  remembered  by  the  friends  and  well-wishers  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to 
be  present  on  this  interesting  occasion.
